with dreadful stains (blood. I presume) all over it. 


Is it not deplorable that no peaceable method 
has yet been found to settle the differencs of na- 
tions? I must own Udo not know what is sup- 
posd to have started this latest war. I believe it 
can bé accounted for by the need of the Japanese 
for more territory. Their land is small, much of 
it not arable, and their rapidly increasing popu- 
lation is immense in proportion. China, torn-with 
internal conflict, was an easy and nearby prey; 
its equipment was poor and out-of-date. To the 
Japanese mind, the logical solution of their prob- 
lem was to grab some of China’s tcrritory. Some 
hold this war ‘to be a conflict between Commu- 
nists and Fascists, the same as was going on in 
Spain. Spain was and is just the battleground 
of other nations. That the Spanish trouble was 
originally a conflict between Communists and 
Fascists few deny; that it is now a disinterested 
fight for ideals, is questionable. Spanish history 
shows that her land has been a fighting-ground 
for other nations all down-the years, In 1914, 
when the European conflict was in full swing, 
she was secure, prosperous and. at peace. 


These are not the only battle-grounds of 1937; 
no, Abyssinia is still in a state of war; the Arabs 
and the Jews are fighting in Palestine; the Ital- 
ians are massing forces in Libya; India sees many 
an uprising; in Russia to be of the governmental 
entourage means certain death within a few years. 
According to latest reports, another batch of once 
highly-placed Soviet officials are to be shot. Four 
of the already mentioned victims were diplomatic 
representatives in other lands. What madness has 
taken hold of the world, that human life is held 
so lightly? 


What else did 1937 give us? The extraordi- 
attained hy Capt. Eyston in his specially built 
motor car; the ghastly Hindenburg tragedy; the 
taking of the Presidential cffice for the second 
time last January by Franklin D. Roosevelt, amidst 
unparalleled enthusiasm, not to mention the Aher- 
hart debacle. Then there was the Charles Matt- 
son kidnapping, just as vile and horror provoking 
as the Lindbergh one—in fact worse, as the poor 
boy was 10 years old, and had evidently made a 
fight for his life before it was taken. His kidnap- 
per has never been apprehended. Then you may 
remember there was the worst school disaster of 
ull time in 1937, when an explosion, caused by an 
accumulation of natural gas. blew up the New 
London, Texas, school, killing 293 students. The 
loss of the greatest woman flier the world has 
ever known, oecurred last year, when the “Lady 
Lindy,” Miss Amelia Earhart, came down some- 
where, never to be heard of again. 

Men bearing great names have gone to their 
rest. Ramsay MacDonald died at sea; son of a 
Scotch farmer, a man of peace, he attained the 
greatest position it is possible to hold in the Brit- 
ish Government—that of Prime Minister. Another 
man to whom peace meant more than life. a win- 
ner of the Nobel Peace prize, Frank B. Kellogg, 
after whom a peace pact is named, also left this

Producers of crude oil and nat- 
ural gas, for example, pay taxes 
on crude oil and natural gas as 
it is produced there, there is a 
tax on oil withdrawn from stor- 
age, on sales of oil, and gas lands, 
and on top of all these types of 
taxes, there are severance taxes, 
proration taxes, royalties, der- 
rick taxes in a great many of the 
big fields, and well drilling per- 
mit fees. 

Refiners, of course, have to pay 
taxes on their refinéd products. 
Pipe line companies pay taxes on 
their pipe lines, and taxes on all 
the crude they transport. 

One of the biggest accounting 
jobs the industry has is that of 
taking care of the taxes it has to 
pay the governments.
